He could) speak 
Arabic like an Arab and was able to 
learn things of inestimable benefit to 
the army, At one point our outposts 
captured three Arabs supposed to be 


giving information to the foe. They 
were brought in) and placed under 
guard in a tent.

and he immediately ‘commenced to 
jabber Arabic to the captives. After 
the Arabs had been talking quite a 
time the new comer approached the 
sentry on guard and jin faultless 
English requested to be allowed to go. 

The sentry was much = surprised 
but an officer of the Egyplian force 
coming up the sentry was informed 
thal it was all right. Next day the 
Arabs were marched out and ordered 
to dig their graves and they were shot 
that morning. 

“the uther Arab was Lord witehener 
and he had not only found out that 
the men were spies, but also a lot of 
the plans of the Dervishes. On anoth- 
er occasion, by his knowledge of the 
Arab tongue, Kitehener was» able to 
upset a system of “wireless telegra- 
phy" which the natives had of letting 
the Dervishes know what we were 
doing, The men working the wells at | 
the river bank used to send runners | 
with the news to each well along the | 
bank of the river and as the messenger 
arrived from the last well, the nest | 
man would bear the emssage on. ‘Thus 
news would travel very quickly and 
the enemy were always well informed 
as to our movements.

When the messen- 
ger arrived and repeated his message 
to Kitchener he started out to carry} 
the news, but, needless to say the | 
news never reached the next man and ;

Sandbaggers 
Overpiay the Limit 


In their efforts to discredit the mayor and the new commis- 
sioners, the sandbaggers and hatchetmen who compile the news col- 


umns of the Journal are overplaying the limit these days to an 
extent which makes them ridiculous. 
In its news columns this morning the Journal says: 
Namayo avenue residents are iaughing down their sleeves to 
see the long delayed work progressing on that street. They know 


that If the council had appropriated that $250,000 for the com- 
missioners six months ago the work would have been started 


long ere this. 

Inasmuch as that the bylaw for the paving of Namayo avenue 
was passed away back last year, and the money voted long before 
the contract was let or before even the present council came into 
office, no part of the $250,000 could in any way have applied to the 
paving of Namayo or had anything to do with it. The purpose for 
which the $250,000 was voted was for the purchase of power 
machinery, and it was because Commissioner Bouillon insisted on 
purchasing a mixed pressure engine, which the council and the re- 
ports of several experts decided was not the most desirable type, 
that the council held up the money until the new commissioners 
were appointed. ; 

If the Journal story means anything it means that the commis- 
sioners, in retaliation for this action by the council, held up the 
Namayo paving. 

This interpretation is the best proof that has yet been adduced 
of Mr. Bouillon’s incompatibility of temperament. According to the 
Journal’s own statement, the commissioner, in order to embarras 
the council, is quite willing to tie up city work about which there is 
not now and never was any controversey. 

The ratepayers on Namayo avenue are not laughing much, but 
they do not have to think very hard to discover who is to blame for 
the disgraceful condition of affairs on Namayo. 


Vancouver Strike' 


Threatens Whole Coast 


Taking the ground that they have nothing to arbitrate, the mas- 
ter builders of Vancouver have declined the offer of the city council 
to act as mediators in the differences which exist between the Master 
Builders’ association and the unions. 

When any party to a labor dispute says there is nothing to ar- 
bitrate or that they have the other side beaten already, the statement 
may be taken as an indication that the party declining to accept the 
services of a properly qualified mediator is looking for a fight in 
which the interests of the public will be sacrificed. 

The circumstances are unfortunate which permit a small group 
of contractors in any city to tie up the industry of the city merely 
because they will not deal with the labor organizations on a com- 
monsense business basis, and the circumstance is particularly un- 
fortunate that it is in Vancouver that this occurs, because the mas- 
ters’ associations and the labor organizations of Vancouver and the 
masters’ associations and labor organizations of Edmonton are 
only different branches of the same institutions, Whatever hap- 
pens in the building trades in Vancouver is quite likely to happen 
in Calgary and Edinonton and Winnipeg and Lethbridge and Re- 
gina and every other city in the west. '

Rk. H. Parsons has been a member 
since 1904 of the Institute of Civil 
Engineers of Great Britain, the most 
exclusive association of engineers in 
the world, a body which requires as 
a condition of membership the most 
exhaustive training in all branches of 
the engineering profession, and pro- 
vides an entrance examination more 
diffleult than that of any other organi- 
zation of a similar character. He has 
had during his active engineering 
career, eighteen years’ experience with 
engineering concerns whose names are 
known the world over, and = during 
the greater part of that time has been 
engagcd in the direction of industry 
or in work of various kinds requiring 
expert knowledge. 

Mr. Parsons began as an apprentice 
“in the shops.’ and there he obtained 
that knowledge of practical mechan- 
ics Which is an essential qualification 
of the modern engineer, During his 
term of apprenticeship he spent twelve 
months in the erection of railway loco- 
motives, was for two years engaged 
in the fitting and erection of portable 
engines of various designs, and sub- 
sequently became a draftsman on 
structural iron work.

CARNIVAL OF DEATH 


ONE KILLED AND SEVERAL INJUR- 
ED IN CONTEST AT 
INDIANAPOLIS 

Indianapolis, May 80.—One man was 
killed and several badly injured here 
today in a five hundred mile automo- 
bile race on a speedway, the great- 
est test of skill and endurance in the 
history of motor racing, won by Ray 
Harroun, driving a Marmon car, and 
making the distance in six hours, 41 
minutes and 8 seconds, Following 
closely were Ralph Mulford, driving a 
Lozier, and David Bruce Brown, with 
a Fiat, who finished seeond and third 
respectively. 

The most serious accident of the day 
was when S. P. Diekson, of Chicago, 
mechanician for Arthur Crenier, driving 
an Amplex car, lost his life in an upset 
due to the rim of one of the front 
wheels flying off. The race had just 
started and the car was in its thirtieth 
mile when the aceident occurred. The 
car twisted in the track in a mighty 
spasm, hurling Grenier and Diekson 
from their seats, Dickson was thrown 
against a fence twenty feet from = the 
car and was killed instantly. His body 
was horribly mangled, Grenier escaped 
wilh a broken leg. 

Seventy thousand people attended 
the race, pouring encouragement to the 
40 pilots who started on the course, 
The leaders were cheered enthusiasti- 
cally until the last lap of the race. A 
carnival of death was expected almost 
momentarily and the immense crowd 
was kept at an intense stage of ex- 
pectaney.

IMMENSE CROWD HAS GATHERED 
AT LONG ISLAND FOR THE IN- 
TERNATIONAL TOURNEY. 


New York, May 34.—Polo enthusi- 
asts and soviety folk gathered in foree 
at the Meadowbrook Club on Long 
Island today for the opening match in 
the international cup contests. The 
tournament will continue until June 
7 

The contestants represent the best 
polo talent of Great Britain and Ameri- 
ca, The prize is the American Chal- 
lenge cup, now held on this side of 
the Atlantic. The British team earries 
the colors of the Hurlingham elub and 
is made up of the best polo players 
in the British army. King George, 
himself, is an ardent polo enthusiast, 
aided in the selection of the players. 
Fifty thousand dollars, half of it 
donated by the Hurlingham club and 
the remainder given by public sub- 
scription, was raised in England to de- 
fray the expenses of sending the team 
to America to try for the coveted tro- 
phy. The British team reached this 
country early in April and has spent 
nearly two months in training and 
practice work. The team is headed by 
Captain Hardness Lloyd, who Is 
acknowledged .to be one of the most 
skilful players in’ the world. 

The American team is made up of 
Meadowbrook players, the most of 
whom played in the matches in Eng- 
land whieh brought the cup to Ameri- 
ca, Harry Payne Whitney is the cap- 


tain of the defending team. The 
other members are Lawrence and J. M. 
Waterbury, Jr, and Devereaux Hil- 
burn, 

The present tournament affords 
practically the first opportunity for 
polo enthusiasts in this country to 
witness a big international match.
